MECHANICAL HOMEBREAKERS 


Mr. Campbell of Montana, dry 
farming expert, says that the farm 
unit of the future mechanized era 
will perhaps be around two thousand 
acres. Prof. Ottewell of Alberta, 
says around one section. 

At the present time over one half 
the farms in Alberta are less than a 
half section. How are these mechan¬ 
ization experts going to increase the 
acreage of the individual farm, mech¬ 
anize it and still make it pay, where 
a hard working, careful homesteader 
has failed on the smaller area? 

If a small farmer cannot capitalize 
himself for “modern” machinery 
how is he going to buy another half 
section and capitalize this still lar¬ 
ger farm? 

Perhaps the small farmer is going 
to leave the Industry altogether. Per¬ 
haps mechanization of agriculture in¬ 
cludes a sort of general program of 
homebreaking. TH$ big fanner is to 
swallow the small one, do away with 
home, livestock, schools, good roads 
and other features of a thrifty settle¬ 
ment, and substitue a bunk car for 
ten homeB and half a dozen hired 
men for an entire community?

SLANG SURVIVES

As a rule people do not take half 
so much trouble with what is inside 
their heads, as with what is on the 
outside. Many who are content to 
continue year after year emitting: 
“I’ll tell the world,” “Absolutely,” 
“You said it,” “That’s your hard 
luck,” would be outraged at the 
thought of wearing the same hat, 
day in, day out, season after season, 
without change. 

Students of modem language how¬ 
ever are advising us, to cease deplor¬ 
ing slang, because slang is here to 
stay. This is probably true, our 
greatest complaint being that it 
stays too long. The latest express¬ 
ion launched for he first time sounds 
quite bright. But as month rolls in¬ 
to month with everyone- using it as 
his sole source of supply, it undoubt¬ 
edly loses it's pristine ffeshness. 

A painful feature of slang is that 
it is rarely woven quietly into con¬ 
versation. It is usually said with a 
bright air as if it were entitled to a 
hearty laugh, Trying to pass as pure 
gold, when it is really very spurious. 

How confusing are the sentiments 
conveyed by old familiar words. To 
be “hot” means merely a high de¬ 
gree of quality. There may be hot 
ice, a hot moon, a hot bit of scenery. 
“All wet” has no connection with wa¬ 
ter, outside of the picture it presents 
and to be greeted- with “You’re 
good,” is a very dubious compliment. 
It has nothing to do with your vir¬ 
tuous qualities, but may be a tribute 
to your deep dark wiles. 

The best phrase of recent date, de¬ 
scribes anyone more or less crazy as 
“gone haywire.” This is now on its 
last legs as a mirth provoker, being 
over a year old, and having seen con¬ 
stant service. But it still retains a 
charm. Gone haywire; That really 
has a flavor, and so many of us are 
that way.

COUNTERVAILING 


Again we are obliged to learn the 
meaning of a new term. This time 
lit is "countervailing duties.” This is 
a tariff term, proposing to arrange 
the same rate of duty imposed by an¬ 
other country as she raises against 
us. For example: 

If the United States imposes a 
duty of 12 cents a dozen against 
Canadian eggs, Canada automatical¬ 
ly imposes duty of 12 cents against 
U.S. eggs coming to Canada. If, at 
any time, the U.S. made eggs free in 
their tariff, Canada would automati¬ 
cally drop its duty against eggs from 
United States. The same kind of ar¬ 
rangement on coal today exists be¬ 
tween Canada and (J.S. and has pre¬ 
vailed for some time.

FEDERAL BUDGET HIGH SALESMANSHIP 


The highlights in the budget of 
Hon. Charles Dunning are a strong 
trend toward buying from those who 
buy from us. 

The countervailing clauses are a 
new feature in Canadian tariff sched¬ 
ules. These duties are on no fixed 
schedules but are based upon the rat¬ 
ings of the other country concerned, 
and provide for reciprocal rates 
when any other country imposes on 
Canadian products rates higher than 
those enumerated in the Canadian 
tariff. These countervailing duties 
will apply to grain, dairy products, 
livestock, fruits, vegetables. 

The duty on New Zealand butter is 
increased from one cent to four cents 
a pound, with ’ the trade agreement 
now in operation with New Zealand 
will be terminated on October 12. 

Under British preferential tariff, 
tea will- enter duty free, also stock 
and poultry feeds, camphor, hospital 
and sick room supplies, china, porce¬ 
lain table ware; all fresh fruits and 
vegetables are made free under Brit¬ 
ish preferential tariff. 

There are reductions in the British 
preferential rate on typewriters, add¬ 
ing machines, sewing machines, va- 
! cuums, refrigerators, tinware, baths, 
sinks, etc. 

There are increases in the general 
tariff on steel plate and structural 
steel. 

It It Is a greatly discussed budget 
meeting with fairly general approval 
dealing with manufacture, agricul¬ 
ture and other industries as well as 
affecting United States and Britain 
particularly. 

According to the new budget, the 
sales tax will be reduced from two 
to one per cent.

The champion dry voters however, 
are the educators, who voted over¬ 
whelmingly for enforcement. 

The lawyers on the other hand, 
give a large majority for repeal, 
while physicians also lean largely—to 
repeal or itiodification.
